As to claims 10, 17, the prior art as taught by Ciccone (US. Patent 6,338,149 Bl) and 
Sandahl el al (US. 6,098098) do not teach on render obvious the limitations recited in claims 10, 
17 above when taken in the context of the claims as a whole, transmitting the programming 
request to the point of sale device, determining that a change in a business entity, selecting a 
template, determining whether to modify the template, wherein storing the file for each of a 
plurality of operating systems comprises: creating two or more classes of filters for the point of 
sale devices based upon the proprietary operating systems by the point of sale device; creating at 
least one of class ruled for the point of sale devices based upon the users of the point of sale 
device; applying the class of rules to the two or more class of files as recited in the independent 
claims 10, 17. Moreover, evidence for modifying the prior art teachings by one of ordinary skill 
level in the art was not uncovered so as to result in the invention as recited in claims 10, 17.
